Satchwell said at the time, and said 
in his testimony yesterday, that Barth 
shot him because, after living at the 
‘Jodging house for several weeks with- 
out paying for his accommodations, he 
refused to cast a fraudulent ballot at 
Barth’s request. -He said Barth gave 
him the name of a voter in the Fifth 
Ward, First Precinct, and tvld him to 
go and vote on it, and that the shoot- 


ing occurred when he refused. 
The shooting was taken, at the time, 
as proving charges which had been made 
by Juhi Schmoll, Republican city chair- 
man, and denied by the Democratic par- 
at leaders, that a general colonization 
fraudulent voters in ‘‘mushroom” 
hae houses had been carried on for 
Jweeks before the election. Barth was 
‘{ndicted for attempted election fraud, as 
well as for the shooting, and the fraud 
charge is still pending.

BILL FOR MORE POLICE HERE 
TO BE SENT TO LEGISLATURE 


Increase of 100 to 300 Patrolmen to 
Be Proposed in Board 
Measure. 

A bill providing ‘for the addition of 
100 to 300 patrolmen to the police force. 
will be sent to the Legislature by the 
Police Board, Chief of Police Young 
eaid today. The exact number of new 
policemen to be provided for in the bill 

has not, been determined. 

There are now 1400 patrolmen, includ- 
ing 200 probationary patrolmen, on the 
force. ‘The latest increase in the force 
was mode in 1907, when 300 patrolmen 
and 30 sergeants were added. As the 
three-platoon, or 8-hour system was in 
troduced at that time, the change did 
not add to the number of!policemen on 
duty at one time. 

All‘ police legislation was defeated at 
the 1918 session of the Legislature. A 
measure to increase police salaries ha% 
already been shelved at this session, 
and ‘as io police measure is now pending, 
the Board decided that it would be 1n 
opportune time to ask for an increase 
of the force. 

Chief Young said the increase was re- 
quired to givé proper police protection, 
in view of the upbuilding of new neigh- 
borhoods. At present, he said, beats in 
the West End are much longer than 
they should be, the longest being three 
miles. The formation of traffic and 
motor cycle squads, to meet the condi- 
tions caused by the automobile, ,have 
taken ® men from regular duty, the 
Chief said.

The ‘“‘business of failing,”’ 
by a class of ‘‘merchants”

Trust.’’ Greenfield, who nine years ago 
Was.a fruit peddler, this afternoon ad- 
mitted he was the ‘‘brains’’ and one of 
the ringleaders of the conspiracy. 
One of tne remarkable phases of the 
‘lLusiness of failing,’’ as shown b* 
Greenfield, was the rapidity with which 
the swindle gang established stores in 
various cities, conducting them a few 
weeks or a few months, defrauding the:r> 
creditors, and moving to another town 
to embark again in business for the 
specific purpose of failing. 


Set Up 7 Stores in 8 Months. 
Greenfield told how, with his partners, 
he had set up seven stores in six cities 
within eight months, and how all of 
them ‘‘failed,’’ as had been intended. 
This chain of stores was the outgrowth 
of the Great Western Jobbing House, 
formerly at 509 North Broadway, which 
was established in October, 1912, and 
“‘failed”’ in June, 1913. © 
The “‘harvest’’ in St. Louis in seven 
months, Greenfield said, was between 
$28,000 and $30,000 worth of merchandise, 
for which the Great Western never paid 


in *‘million 


a cent, and part of which they sold 
for about $18,000 cash. He did not state 
what the “harvest’’ had been at any 


of the other stores, except to admit 
that when his concern failed for $85,000 
hin. Philadelphia,” he “concealed  $40.000 
worth of merchandise from the trustee 
in bankruptcy, and subsequéntly atarted 
another store with this stock in Car- 
lisle, Pa. 
Tells Low “Trust” Started. 

On cross-examination, Greenfield was 
asked to tell how the so-called ‘“‘Bank- 
ruptcy Trust” was conceived and or- 
ganized. He sajd the first conversation 
about it took place in Carlisle, Pa., on 
the eve of the failure of his business 
there. In the conference with him, he 
said, were Sam Brown, Adolph Mus- 
covits (Brown's brother-in-law) and 
Meyer Rotman. 


Brown and Rotman, he said, had been 
his partners in business at 235 Market 


street, Philadelphia, and when they 
failed there they concealed $40,000 of 
merchandise from the bankruptcy 


trustee. They placed this merchandise 
in storage, and later removed it to Car- 
lisle, where they opened another stére 
with it. Some of this merchandise they 
sold at once to obtain cash to run the 
business. 
Would Not Call It Stealing. 

‘You stole the goods with which you 
started in business at Carlisle?’ asked 


Dani«wl O. Hastings of Wilmington, Del., 
attorney for Brown and Jacob L. and 
Maurice Liebovitz. 


“Tl wouldn't exactiy call it that,’’ the 
witness replied, repeating his explana- 
tion of concealing the merchandise. 
The Carlisle store, Greenfield related, 
also failed. He came to St. Louis, and 
Brown and Rotman remained awhile in 
Carlisle to settle some affairs. In &t. 
Louis, Greenfield testified, he met Mus- 
covitz, and t@ether they arranged to 
start the GreatPWestern Jobbing House. 
Later they were joined by Rotman and 
Brown. 

Says Muscovitz Quit Business. 
Muscovitz insisted on incorporating 
the business, thinking there was a’ 
chance to “run it on the _ square.” 
Greenfield wouldn't agree, and Mus- 
covitz quit the firm in January, 1913, 
two months after it had been started. 
Attorney Hastings pressed the wit- 
ness for the details of yhy Muscozitz 


quit. “This wasn’t a legitimate busi- 
ness in which you could remember 
everything that was done,” Greenfield 


replied. 

Shortly after, Greenfield said, he 
met Julius Steinhardt, whom he had 
known about four years previously. 
He could not remember whether 
Steinhardt lived in Atlantic City 
or Phfladelphia. They talked over 
the business scheme, and  Stein- 
hardt agreed to come in as a part- 
ner. Greenfield had been posing as 
“Milton B. Rosenberg,” and conduct- 
ing the Great Western Jobbing 
House under that name. Steinhardt, 
too, assumed that name, and both, at 
the same time, posed as “Milton B 
Rosenberg.” 

How They Divided Profits, 
Greenfield, when asked how it was’ 
agreed to divide the ¥profits,”, said they 
did not know, from alto day, whether 
they would be in business on the fol- 
lowing day, so Brown, Steinhardt and 
himself took $40 a week salary and gave 
Rotman 383 a week.

Former German Colonial Secre- 
tary Draws His Conclusions 
From English Policy. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 3.—Dr. Bern- 
hard Dernburg. the former Colonial Sec- 
retary of the German Empire, in an ad- 


trade between Germany and the United 
States, through Great Britain’s command 
of the sea, both transportation and com- 
munication, is that ‘“‘the war with Ger- 
many ts a war against the United 
States.’’ 

The speaker, who is making a series 
of addresses, told last night of the cpm- 
mercial embarrassments now suffered 
by Germany and the effect upon neutral 
countries. After reviewing the _ re- 
sources of this country and describ- 
ing it as the chief purveyor to the 
wurld of oll, lumber, cotton and copper, 
Dr. Dernburg told of the situation in 
Germany, where about 70,000,000 people 
are living in a territory not larger than 
California, which means, he said, about 
8 Germans to one Californian in the 
same area. The country, he said, was 
rich only in coal and potash, so far as 
natural resources were concerned. ‘So 
that German genius,” he said, ‘has had 
ty be applied in the manufacture of 
,jhighly finished “goods, importing raw 
"| stuffs not only. for manufacturing pur- 
cses, but also for home consumption. 

“On this basis an enormous trade has 
heen established between the United 
States. and my country. Of cotton no 
less than 2,150,000 bales have been pur- 
chased here during the last year. In 
copper, Germany is the best customer of 
the United States. Of wool and lumber 
her purchase in this country have been 
constantly increasing.”’ 

“The stopping of German competition 
oa the sea means a loss of $500,000,000 to 
the people of the United States,” said 
the speaker, and it was in this connec- 
tion that he declared a war with Ger- 
many was against this country. He 
spoke at length of Great Britain’s in- 
tentions in relation to conditional con- 
traband, declaring that country had re- 
versed the doctrine that when condi- 
tional contraband is stopped the burden 
rests upon the captor to prove that the 
goods were destined for the use of the 
armies or navies of adversaries. He de- 
clared that by the reversal of the recog- 
nized doctrines relating to contraband 
England hoped to stave the Germans at 
home. In this connection, he said: 

“And while the English will probably 
be balked in this ingenious device by 
the action of the United States as well 
as by German thrift that will supplant 
the needed quantities from other sources, 
it igs a fair example of the spirit in 
which the English conduct their war- 
fare. The uncertainty of the status of 
‘eonditional coatraband’ is doing untold 
harm to a number of people in these 
states, and is largely responsible for the 
fearful increase in unemployment.” 
After enumerating Great Britain’s sea 
fortifications, including ‘“‘a fringe of 
isiands all around the United States, ° 
and her control of trans-marine com- 
munication, Dr. Dernburg said: 

“So not a word of uncensored news, 
even regarding markets or market con- 
ditions, can get through, and the United 
States is as thoroughly tsolated as she 
weuld be were she in the moon. And 
this system not only disturbs the United 
States, but all the neutrals, especially 
these who without great natural re- 
sources draw & great deal of their na- 
ticnal sustenance from their sea traffic. 
So the Scandinavians probably suffer as 
tau as any belligerent country. . 

“Tf the source of supply is cut off for 
any considerable time, the customer will 
provide himself from some other source, 
or try to produce the needed article 
himself, thereby becoming independent 
as Germany is now forced to do. If 
not get American wheat,. she 
If she can not get lumber, 
she must use steel, or ‘cement, or some 
other substance. If she can not get 
copper, she must help herself with al- 
loys of cheaper metals. If she cannot 
get cotton, she must go back to the 
use of flax. There won’t be a patch of

His opening remark was, 
“What's the matter with you Ameri- 
cans?” And he followed it up with 4 
dissertation delivered in heated tones. 

“I thought I knew and liked the Amer- 
ican people, but I have found myself 
badly mistaken,” he said. “‘I know now 
that there is nothing to expect from 
your countrymen but the attitude of 
complaisance, no matter what England 
does to you. You will submit to every- 
thing and any insults that the British 
navy may offer, you will swallow as 
you have done so far in this war. 

“Already they have gone so far as to 
rull down the American flag on an 
American ship and hoist the Union Jack? 
but the great United States just looks 
meekly on. Protests? Bah! Your pro- 
test# are a pitiful shame. England will 
refuse to do what you ask. You will 
continue to bend your knee to her. It 
isn’t your Government that is to blame. 
The American Government would opey 
the people. But at present the Amer;i- 
can people are pitiful weaklings.”’ 

Dr. Riledemann predicted that a« the 
close of the war evéry peasant's hit 
througbout the Fatherland would be 
lighted either by, gas or electricity and 
that import of kerosene would de- 
crease more than 50 per cent. He in- 
sisted that Britain's disregard of the 
common decencies of War in doclaring 
petroleum contraband harmed oniy the 
United States, and that the lack of mil- 
lions of barrels bought by Germary 
from America every year would prove 
merely a source of annoyance to. Ger- 
man consumers. 

Says Germaus Won't Suffer. 

“For a little while,’’ Dr. Riedemann 
cbserved, “a few people in the remoce 
parts of the empire may have to go tu 
bed by candle light, perhaps even in 
the dark. That will not bother them at 
all wnen they remember that ait the 
close of the war all the money which 
would have been paid to Americanz will 
remain in German pockets.”’ 

Although Dr. Riedemann was uncom- 
municative on that point, the lost-Dis- 
patch is able to state positively one 
reason that Germany has not felt to 
any great extent the blockade cf oil is 
because of the abnormally large supply 
she had on hand at the outbreak of hos- 
tilities. An authority, whose kneowleds- 
of the oi] trade of Germany is as great 
even as Dr. Riedemann’s, informed me 
that from July 1 the authorities at Ham 
burg secretly prohibited the export of 
all petroleum consigned to that port 
from Russia for reshipment to other 
countries. Thus, when war was ae- 
clared, a vast quantity of Russian oil 
remained in German hands, 

Dr. Riedemann said that Germany, 
before the war, was the greatest con- 
sumer of kerosene outside the United 
States, and continued: 

“After the war its consumption for 
lighting purposes will be negligible, for 
within six months there will be a net-

the entire country. For years German 
oil firms, have tried to break up the 
strength of Standard Oil in Germany, 
but they always have failed : because 
no other oil could be sold as cheaply, 
which was of the same high grade as 
that from America. 

“Rumanian petroleum, for instance, 
has proved a failure so far. But now 
that the German people have found 
themselves compelled to do without ker- 
osene, they have simply set about find- 
ing another and better meang of ijlu- 
mination. Thus Germany will be bene- 
fited and the United States alone af- 
fected, when petroleum imports fall off 
more than 53) per cent, as cay must 
certainly do from now on. 


Sufficient Benzol for Autos. 

“So far as our stores of benzine are 
concerned, we need have little worry. 
There “is plenty of gasoline for army 
purposes and private automobiles and 
taxicabs can get along very well on 
benzol, of which we are now producing 
gov tons monthly. 
“Our Zeppelins and aeroplanes and a!! 
our military motor vehicles use benzinw 
and will continue to do so indefinitely. 
In reply to questions, Dr. Riedmanu 
admitted that benzol was harmful ‘n 
that it dirtied machinery, owing to its 
coal tar ingredient, to a much greater 
extent than gasoline, but, he added, 
‘German mechanics don’t fear a little 
extra labor in keeping their ‘engines 
clean.” 
With regard to the supply of kero- 
sene, be vaid that the price a barre] 
had risen about $1.2, but that the in- 
crease was due to a desire to conserve 
the supply until spring. For the same 
reason only 5 per cent of al¥ orders reu- 
ceived are filled. If all orders had 
been executed, the supply, he added, 
would have been exhausted for private 
consumers before the end of Pbruary.

East St. Louis Prosecutor Dis- 
misses Cases Against Health 
Commissioner and Druggist. 


Dr. L. B. Short, Health Commission- 
er of East St. Louis, and Michael Sonn- 
tag, a druggist, who were indicted in 
connection with the alleged $100,000 
graft conspiracy of former city officials, 
will be used as State’s witnesses against 
former Mayor Charles S. Lambert and 
the five others now on trial with him. 
This was announced today by Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Gustin, after he 
had brought about the dismissal of the 
indictments against Dr. Short and 
Sonntag. 


The work of selecting a jury to try 
the cases proceeded slowly today in the 
City Court, where Judge Daniel Mad- 
dox of Litchfield is presiding. An ex- 
tra venire of 5) jurors was ordered, 
in view of the liberal use of challenges 
by both prosecution and defense. Yes- 
terday afternoon, out of 19 prospective 
jurors questioned, only one was accept- 
ed. He is Henry Dintelman of Mascou- 
tah. 


The defendants are former Mayor 
Lambert, Fred Gerold, former City 
Treasurer; John J. Faulkner and Wil- 
liam R. Rodenberger, former Comptrol- 
lers; Claus _ Tiletje, former Alderman; 
and Lester G. Grigsby, former clerk for 
the Health Commmilasiones: Grigsby is 
now Chief of Detectives.

All records 
and information in the hands of the 
company, however, will be piaced at the 
disposal of the Prosecuting Attorney, he 
said. 

Seuel also said that the Star Invest- 
ment Co. had decided not to sue Schnei- 
der, as there was little more than $2% left 
by Schneider in the firm's treasury. 


Woman’s Tip Investigated. 

With no tangible clew as to Schnei- 
der’s whereabouts, the police are in- 
vestigating a tip which a woman gave 
them over the telephone. She said she 
believed they would find Schneider “with 
that widow’’ in Portland, Ore. The 
woman did not give her own name or 
that of the ‘‘widow.”’ A message has 
been sent to the Portland police asking 
them to look for Schneider there. 

At the offices of the publishing com- 
pany it was said that nvuthing was 
known as to whether Schneider had 
shown marked attentions to any woman 
in St. Louis and officials of the com- 
pany said they nad no idea who the 
“widow” might be. 


Schneider's wife, who yesterday said 
circumstances seemed to indicate that 
her husband had done wrong, now ex- 
presses the belief that he will return and 
explain his absence satisfactorily. 

It is doubtful whether officials of the 
publishing company would take an ac- 
tive part in Schneider's prosecution if # 
should he found that he took the missing 
funds. Prominent members of the Lu- 
theran Church, which controls the pub- 
lishing cormpany,-are said to be opposed 
on principle to taking any part in court 
proceedings.

The Apollo Club, in ita concert at the 
Odeon last night attajued a high mark 
of artistic achi¢vement. Twe excellent 
soloists appeared, Miss Beatrice Harri- 
son, ’cellist, and Miss Mabel Rhead, 
pianist, but notwithstanding the general 
merit of their work, the club singers 
themselves earned title to the head- 
lines.

positions at the prison, have been dealt 
out by administrations as rewards for 
political services. The committee’s rec- 
ommendation is that the spoils system 
be abolished, and that the management 
of the prison be taken entirely out of 
politics. It urges that the management 
be placed in a nonpartisan board. 
Committee Denounced System. 
The committee was severe in its de- 
nunciation of the conduct of prisons 
under the political spoils system. It 
said: 
“The prisoner must work, but it 
should not be senseless or unreasonable 
labor; therefore those who have charge | 
over him should be carefully trained 
men who will direct: the convict mind, 
hand and heart, educating, if possible, 
to a better manhood, those to whom 
citizenship, temporarily denied, will 
again be granted.’’ 
The report attacks the Missouri Peni- 
tentiary in this statement: 
‘In other localities we find broader, 
more humane, more progressive views 
pertaining to the treatment of the of- 
fender, and the last decade has been 
marked by great changes in the penal 
system of many states, though Missouri 
is one of the few states remaining in 
the background of progress.’’ 
The report continues: “The prison or 
reformatory should not be made a dump- 


a market for political spoilsmen, a place 
in which to pay political debts. Ap- 
pointees, guards and attendants who 
hold their places aa political rewards 
cannot serve to mold human material in 
their charge into better beings, for 
under such management and guidance 
the prisoner when released is quite like- 
lv to be broken in spirit, dependent and 
hopelessly indifferent as to his future, 
or sullen, resentful, defiant and hard- 
ened toward all authority; in either case 
totally unfit to» become a citizen and 
mingle.in society. 

“The State penitentiary, under the po- 
litical system of many states, has too 
often become a crib out of which place- 
seekers eat, when it should be a salvage 
house for the repairing of humanity. 


Favor Nonpartisan Board. 

“While we are upon this subject, it 
might be of interest to the Legislature 
and the public to know that, in inter- 
views with many leading prison offi- 
cials of the country, when our plans for 
a reorganization of the Missouri peng: 
system were discussed, and when thev 
were asked if their services would be 
available in the event suggested changes 
were made, the unvarving reply was, 
‘Not unless the prison system were re- 
moved as far as possible from politics, 
for prison reform and real efficiency 
in prison management cannot be secure: 
under selfish, hampering, political dom- 
ination.’ 

“Your committee believes that a non- 
partisan, nonsectarian board, whose di- 
ties shall include those now involyeid 
upon the Board of Pardons and Paroles, 
should be appointed through some statu- 
tory provision, and that their terms of 
service should be at least six years, so 
that it may be a continuous body.”’ 

Opposition of politicians and job hold- 
ers is understandable when it is real- 
ized that the prison affords «mployment 
for 130 persons at salaries ranging from 
$1020 to £3000 a year. The Warden and 
Deputy Warden are supplied with regsi- 
dences by the State and they have con- 
vict servants free.

Greene admitted that the charter 
was broad in scope and that under 
it there was nothing to prevent the 
Foundation from engaging in propa- 
ganda against trade unions or con- 
ducting a campaign @gainst compen- 
sation for workmen. But, he asserted, 
there was not the Yremotest chance 
that such things would ever-be done. 

Greene said that since the start of 


year ago, the Foundation had dis- 
pensed in gifts $1,834,000 on its own 
behalf and $3,116,000 on behalf of 
Rockefeller Sr. All told, it has ex- 
pended about $1,000,000 for Belgian 
relief.

Officials Declare Office Build- 
ings and Factories Should Not 
Be Hetd Responsible. 


The dense smoke which permeates 


and renders almost unbreathable the 
} 


atmosphere of St. Louis every day when 
there is not enough breeze to blow it 
away is caused by heating plants in 
flats, apartment houses 
residences, according to officials of the 
City Smoke Inspection Department. 
Nearly all the factories and office build- 
ings in St. Louis, the officials say, are 
equipped with furnaces or smoke con- 
suming devices which meet the require- 
ments of the city erdinance. 

There will be no way of controlling 
the volume of smoke from residences 


until that distant day when prac- 
tical smoke consuming devices for 
small plants are prefected, or until 


the people use smokeless fuel, in the 

opinion of Building Commissioner Mc- 

Kelvey, who has general supervision 

over the Smoke Inspection Department. 
Law Applies to All. 

The smoke abatement ordinance ap- 
plies with equal force to individuals, 
firms and corporations. But it provides 
that where there is no known practical 
smoke consuming device, by application 
of which smoke can be abated, there 
can be no prosecution. 

As smoke consumers for private homes 
have not been perfected, no prosecu- 
tions havé been attempted ‘against 
householders. In apartment -houses, 
where there are large furnaces, smoke 
inspectors have been requiring smoke 
cohsumers. 

McKelvey said the cost of hard coal 
and coke, and other smokeless fuels, was 
s0 much greater than soft coal that it 
would be a hardship on mary poor peo- 
ple to compel them to use this grade of 
fuel. 

The installation of electrical equipment 
for power purposes in factories where 
steam is now used would not reduce ma- 
teriaJly the amount of smoke in St. 
Louis, in the opinion of the inspectors. 

Svecial Rate Is Made. 

Union Electric makes a rate of 2 to 3 
cents a kilowatt hour for ordinary man- 
ufacturing purposes, and several large 
manufacturing plants have _ installed 
electric power in recent years. The cost 
of electric and steam power is not ma-4 
terially different under existing rates. 

Some private residences are being 
heated with gas, but the cost is about 50 
per cent more than hard coal, even at 
the special rate of 8 cents a thousand 
cubic feet made by the Laclede Gas 
Light Co.. It has been estimated that 
artificial gas would have to be sold as 
low as 20 cents a thousand to compete 
in cost with hard coal for heating 
homes. Natural gas at 25 cents a thou- 
sand has been found, by other cities, 
to cost about the same as hard coal for 
heating, but natural gas contains 30 to 40 
per cent more heat units than artificial 
gas.

The President blocked the query with

be capitalized by stand-pat representa- 
tives to play petty politics. 

Representative Bartholdt, when asked 
for comment on the President’s remark, 
said: ; 

“If the President really believes that 
the purpose of our league is to play 
politics, the President probably has been 
misinformed. Everybody knows it is 
not a political movement, this league of 
ours. It is a pro-American movement. 

“I notéeed that the papers this morn- 
ing, particularly the New York World, 
viewed the formation of this league from 
a British standpoint and not from the 
American point of view. The World said 
in its editorial this morning that per- 
sons who raise pro-alien issues and se2x 
to impose such issues upon the American 
people are not on safe ground. [f our 
movement had been understood the 
World would have seen that our move- 
ment is to bring about a more complete 
neutrality and not to engender a net- 
trality flavored with a bias toward a 
foreign country. 

“We want to show that a man with a 
German name is just as good an Ameri- 
can as a man with an English name. 
There is no type of American more ioyal 
than the German-Ameri¢an, and we have 


demonstrated it on every battlefield from 


Lexington to Appomattox. We are for 
an America that is against Germany, 
against England and against the world.”

in the penal system of ‘many states, though 
Missourt i¢ one of the few states remaining 


$n the background of progres. 
The report continues: “The prison or re- 
formatory whould not be made a éumping 
" ground for professiong! politicians, a market 
for political spoilsmen, a place in which to 
pay political debts. Appointees, guards and 
attendants who hold their places as political 
rewards cannot gerve to mold human material 
in their charge into better beings, for under 
such management and guidance the prisoner 
when released is quite likely to be broken in 
spirit, dependent and hopelessly indifferent as 
to his future, or sullen, resentful, defiant and 
hardened toward all authority; in either case 
totally unfit to become a citizen and mingle 
in society. 

The foregoing paragraphs from the report of 
the Senate committee, which investigated con- 
Jditions in the State Penitentiary, justifies the 
Post-Dispatch campaign for Missouri prison re- 
forms. 

The use of these relics of prison barbarism, 
the lash and the rings, was admitted and justti- 
fied by prison officials and inspectors. The con- 
ditions in the prison were shown to be unsani- 
tary and intolerable. The abuses of the contract 
labor system were made clear. 
Now a Senate committee, after thorough in- 
vestigation {indicts Missouri for maintaining 
conditions behind those of other states and for 
“remaining in the background of progress.” 
The committee denounces the spoils system in 
prisons and charges to it the failure of the 
management to accord proper and humane treat- 
ment to the inmates. It charges that the sys- 


tem’ wrecks the good in the men sent to the 
penitentiary and turns them into hopeless re-. 
sentful hardened criminals. 
The recommendations of the committee are 
‘excellent. They include: 
| The abolition of the spoils system and the 
substitution of a nonpartisan, nonsectarian 
board of governors. 

The abolition of the contract labor system. 
Indeterminate sentences for all crimes except 
} murder, treason and robbery, with a minimum 
and maximum sentence. . 
The maintenance of a separate intermediate 
or reformatory institution for juvenile of- 
fenders. | 

Improved hospital ‘and sanitary methods. 
A system by which prisoners can earn money 
for themselves and ‘their dependents. ; 
Complete separation of male and, female pris- 
oners. 4 
Prison farms and the creation of a capital 
fund to finance prison factories. 
The electric chair with executions in the prison. 
In short, the committee wants ehumane effi- 
cient management in place of spoils, inefficient 
management; reform instead of ruin for prison- 
ers;. health instead of disease; moral regenera- 
tion instead of vicious and criminal influences. 
‘The. responsibility for action rests with the 
State Legislature. Will it remove the reproach 
of bad management and inhuman medievalism 


in Missouri prisons? .

Missouri’s Legislature has a ‘ opportunity 
in its hands at this session. It is the opportunity 
to make Missouri the leader of the states in halt- 
ing the socially destructive drift of population off 
the farms into cities and towns. 
Here is the means, and the only effective means, ' 
to lower the high cost of living. 
Cost of living rises because population increases 
faster than food supply. 
, Americans are quitting, or refusing to go Into 
the farming business, for the practical reason that 
it is on the whole less profitable than other busi- 
nesses. | 
It is so chiefly because’ farmers have to pay 
far higher rates for working capital than men in 
other businesses. 
When its credit resources are intelligently or- 
ganized, it should get money cheaper than any 
other business, because its main asset, the land 
that produces food for all, is the foundation un- 
derlying all other property values. 
No system framed to meet conditions in any 
other country is exactly suited for use here. But 
the central idea of all the systems now in use 
is applicable here. It is the idea whose devel- 
opment has within forty years transformed the 
German peasantry into e« nation of small farm 
owners, giving them independencs and enormously 
increasing German wealth. It is the idea with 
which the British Government has transformed 
Ireland within two decades from a peasant coun- 
try into a country of small farm proprietors, mak- 
ing despair give way to hope, indifference to am- 
bition, poverty to thrift and prosperity. 
Col. Frederick D. Gardner of St. Louis, after 
two years’ study of foreign farm credit systems, 
has roughly outlined a plan to meet Missouri con- 
ditions, and has submitted it to the Legislature to 
be considered and perfected. 
This plan requires, as a first step, the adoption 
of a constitutional amendment in November, 1916. 
That amendment will open the way for the legis- 
lature to create a State agency—a Missouri Land 
Bank—through which Missouri, without cost to 
anybody but the benefited persons, can help her 
landless farm laborers get title to farm homes, and 
her small farm owners to get cheap money with 
which to make their acres more productive. 
It is an opportunity-for statesmanship of the 
highest order. 
We venture to hope the Legislature now in 
session at Jefferson City will see its full im- 
portance and take the first step by submitting the 
amendment.

| Bantamweights Furnish the Best Exhibition Seen at the Future 
City Club This Season, With Dutchman’s Speed More 
Than Outmatching Rival’s Punch. 


Brandt was ‘the winner, chiefly be- 
cause he is a faster performer and a 
more versatile boxer, while Sglesberg 
depended largely upon his superior 
punching ability. Both are clever; but 
Solsberg is a straight puncher and has 
a set style. This is good, but he was 
not fast enough with it against his 
speedy opponent. 

Brandt, at long range, danced in and 
out, ahd shot left jabs, though compar- 
atively light ones, to the face many 
times without a return, and varied this 
with a snappy right cross to the jaw. 
And when it came to in-fighting Brandt 
had the better of it because he was 
faster. 

Solsberg has the snappier, harder 
punch, but Brandt’s clever feinting, 
coupled with fast and clever footwork, 
made Solsberg miss at long range many 
times...
